Steadily Increasing 

Mr. jv'rr'Gx* Ross Addresses 
Mining And Metallurgi- 
cal Society 

MOST MINES CLOSED 

Services of Teclmical^ Men 
Helping to Cut 
Expenses 

"Like Topsy the Asbestos Industry 
just grew" said Mr. J. G. Ross, mana- 
ger of the Asbestos Corporation in op- 
ening his address to the Mining and 
Metallurgical Society yesterday, after- 
noon. But while- the industry was 
able to c^^OTj., without, technical 
men In Its'e^l^'lays it Is now turn- 
ing to them with a consequent saving 
In cost, he slated. , 

At present, like most Industries, the 
Asbestos Mines' are only operating at 
about, •fSO^per.'Tcent^nOt 
However, liî' spite of this decreased 
production,- oWy three of the thirteen 
mines In the district are still operat- 
ing. The unemployment problem is 
not as serious down there as it is here. 
The men who are still employed work 
only pai-t time and the Company is 
cartag for thdse-who have been laid 

off.-"'-'- ; * 

Changing Method 
The mines 'first employed the oijen 
pit method of mining but are now be- 
ing forced to turn to underground 
methods. In this connection it Is In- 
teresting to note, that the block cav- 
ing method which Is now being tried 
out is the first of its kind In Canada. 
The ores are comparatively low grade 
—ore worth about $1.50 per ton being 
considered. a^.high grade asbestos ore. 
Con8e^^^m|costs have to be kept 
dowh'as'lSvras possible. Care in the 
crushing and drying is re4ulred as 
these' operations. If imperfectly per- 
formed, wUl damage 'the fibre. 

At present there are seventy-two 
standard grades of asbestos fibre rang' 
Ing In value from ten to two hundred 
and fifty dollars. ■ 

' Russia Barred 
Canada's, .chief competition - is . from 
Russia and' Rhodesia but fortunately 
there is an embargo on Soviet asbestos 
in the .United States. Asbestos sales 
were found to reflect the - condition 
in the various cé^intries, s a J a u|t o , 
England, France, Germany, 'emP^^f 
ing increased vjrapldiy^ ^ lafe^. -^'The 
meeting was then thrown; ppeh for dis- 
cussion and various crushing methods 
considered. After a vote of thanks to.

Concluding a series of three lectures 
on the subject of Dutch Literature. Dr. 
Graff of Ihe Department of Germanic 
Lmguages lost night addressed a large 
audience in llic Arts Building on thb 
subject "Joose van dcr Vondel." Vondel 
a well known Lowland poet. wa.s. in 
the opinion of the lecturer, one of the 
prime forces in the history of Dutch 
Literature. 

The poet' was born in Cologne, where 
his parents had moved to escape the 
Inquisition in Holland, hi 1587. He 
went to Amsterdam with his family in 
1595. Although his early life had been 
spent. In Germany, he had lived in a 
distinctly Flemish atmosphere. Von- 
del had very little schooling, but he 
was instructed in, the rudiments of 
reading, writing and arithmetic. His 
father opened a hosiery, and soon at- 
tained a comfortable financial stand- 
ing. 

His Marriage 

Vondel married Maayken Wolf In 
1610, a Baptist emigrant, and three 
years- later bought his father's busi- 
ness from his mother, his father hav- 
ing died some years earlier. Soon after 
his arrival he learned French from 
William Boartjens. He also Joined the 
Chamber of Rhetoric, anMnstltutlon to 
which all the poets from the south 
belonged. 

Vondel started ^Titing at an early 
age, but'the earliest poem of his pos- 
sessed at the present, was written In 
1604, These poems of his youth show, 
however, evidence' of stIU earlier -writ- 
ing. His early writings show clearly 
tils enthusiasm foe peace and liberty, 
Melancholia 

In 1620, he was attacked by a severe 
lattackcOf-inelancholy, and- he was ad- 
vised" îo' stop writing poetry. , This, 
however, he refused to do, and it is 
evldetit that he^^^^uch which, has 
béèn destrbyedl^'^OTflratance lioiie of 
the intraspective poetry which he no 
doubt wrote during' the period in 
which he^fought out with his intimate 
self his struggle for religious peace, has 
been 'preserved^ • . . . I

Although it may seem hard to be- 
lieve in these days of unemployment 
and business stagnation tHere are 
places where plants are being enlarged 
and oiitput Increased said Mr. W. G. 
McBride, MacDonald Professor of Min- 
ing Engineering in a radio talk given 
under, the auspices of the McGill 
Graduates' Society over Station CKAC. ; 
The sjjeaker was referring to Canada's | 
gold producing areas and then went | 
on to show how what seems a paradox | 
is an actual fact of vital importance. 

The communities in those regions 
range in size from a population of 
100 to 15,000 and in most cases owe 
their entire support to gold mining, 
Thc most Important are Noranda, Sls- 
coc, Klrkland Lake, "ilmmins, but one 
must not think, the speaker said, that 
there is no unemployment' thete. The 
reason for this is that their prosperity 
has been In such marked contrast to 
the> depression in other parts that 
more men have been attracted there 
than the Increase in production re- 
quired, 

' Mines Not Appreciated 
Very few people, Mr. McBride point- 
ed out, appreciate what gold mines 
have done for this country during the 
past three years. If it had not been 
for the sustaining Influence of ii\preas- 
Ing gold production the depression 
would have been intinitèly worse than 
was the case. Thl5"cxp«islûl^"<>t^tîwyJ' 
now only prosperous branch' of tJan- 
adian Industry has given direct em- 
ployment to increasing numbers of 
workers and has supp||i^d,.m^^e^il^. 
the farm and indùstnaïipt'odiieu^c^ 
distant communities. 

During the year 1932 Canada pror 
duccd gold worth 63,156.00 gold dolliirSt 
more than any country In the world 
except South Africa. All this gold was 
sold to the Canadian Government and 
is sufficient to back the issuance of 
200 millions of Canadian currency. As 
no currency was needed, the produc- 
tion was used for the settleineht of 
foreign debts and interest payments, 
although it was not sufficient to meet 
all interests duel ... ;

JJITLER'S phenomenal rise to powcx" was made 
official on Sunday when by constitutional 
measures his party , gained control ;0f the govern- 
ment. Although the Nazis do not have an abso- 
lute majority in the Relclistag;, the Communists' 
holding of 81 seats will ^irobably be nullified by a 
ban on the party, and then Hitler will ride supreme, 
until somebody else adopts his lead^'s tactics. 

Press reports belle the name of election to the 
proceedings on Sunday. By all the known methods, 
the opponents of the Nazis weif stifled: thehr press 
was gagged, thehr meetings were disrupted, and no 
radio time was alloted to them. Considerhig these 
di^ieulties, and the probable intimidation at the 
pons When the Nazi troops were auxiliary to tloe 
police, the victory at the election does not glitter 
with success, and shows a vast proportion of the 
population unable to accept. the pinlc socialist plat- 
form of the Chancellor. This combined all the es- 
sentials necessary for attraction of all shades of 
political opinion. For hoi poUol there was the 
anti-race feeling, for the tax-paying bourgeois, there 
v;as the plea for war-debt canc§Uation,-for the so- 
cialist, was the attractive conception of nationaliza- 
tion of major industry'.' A platform that, combined 
al! the essentials for the attraction of all classes of 
votes v/as tlie happy medium of the party, and in 
view of this their success does not seem as brilliant 
as.it appears on the surface. 
. ■ -It is very doubtful whether Hitler wiU be able 
to fulfil all his campaign pledges. In the ftest 
place Germany requires a great deal of money for 
the lai»ur progranune which the Chancellor in- 
tends to set up. . Her only .;ouroe is forei^ loans, 
and • a- debtor whb sweafs' at"one''momeht ^ canoell 
all previous indebtedness vrtll be refused when with 
the next breath he asks for a new loan. In any case, 
there Is little money available. The present con- 
dition in the United States will freeze a great deal 
of capital, and little will be left for foreign invest- 
ment. The London mpncy- markets is not at loose; 
bankers still look gloomily, at millions frozen In 
Germany under the Standstill Agreement eighteen 
months ago; and the condition of the exchanges 
will prevent any large international transfer of 
funds for some time to come. 

In this jnannor Hitler's major poUit of policy 
will Ik ruhied even before it has the slighest chance 
for opera,Uon.>. 

His chaltènge to Europe will not in any way In- 
crease good feeling towards Germany. His pro- 
posal for the scrapping of, the Treaty of Versailles 
is pi^mature) .and if he, only. bided his time, it would 
have coine spontaneously from Europe. As it is, 
his thundering denunciations wUl only serve to 
antagonize the world, and his demand for the re- 
turn of the lost colonies ^yill make him persona non 
grata in^ the capitals of the world end with the 
League of Naitions. 

Hitler trlved on destructive criticism, and the 
dissatisfied voted with him, If he does not do 
miracles for the country lie will be quickly repudiat- 
ed, if indeed he wil^-iiot-bave to deal al; some early 
daWwitK â* secession of'ihe south led 'by Bava:-la. 
This state has long been afraid of Hitler, and the 
of f iciali . have in no uncertain terms stated their 
disapproval of the Chancellor and his policies. 
Veiled hhtts at^ the establishment of a new state 
carved out^i^^|IHÎèfe^uth of Germany have ' been 
made, and^^B ^S ^w U pn tactics of the past few 
weeks have-no litlSBMiliSl increase his popularity In 
the south. 

One of the fhrst acts of the new govenunent will 
be the restoration of the old flag of Imperial Ger- 
many. Foreign correspondents in that country do 
not note any strong feeling favouring the restora- 
tion of the monarchy, which is the probable thought 
behind' the repudiation of the republican flag; the 
Hoheuzollom Crown .; Prince does not convey to 
them the impression 'of strength of character which 
would ••- a prerequisite of a prontender to the 
throne. Nevertheless It is interesting to note Ger- 
man magazines and newspapers showing pictiures 
of; the Crown Prhice attending Nazi gatherings and 
carrying the swatica as an arm-band. 

But this is a false hope. Germany is not in- 
terested \n politics, she wants economics; and a con- 
structive policy must come, and come quickly.

With the complete disturbance in 'the United Stales 
today, such a procedwe is o'ûvioui'.y lniyo£C;'Dio, and 
to print fiat money for the occasion, would be ira- 
po.Hsiblc wiUiin the week. 

So the layman, who reads that the United 
States has about forty per cent, cf the worlds mone- 
tary gold supply, it seems inconceivable that gold pay- 
ment should bï EUôiXîiiûed, but the truih oî the ma:- 
ter is that no bank expects all the depositors to 
come clamom-ing for money at the same time, and 
no govemment worries about citizens ' coming to 
cash paper money. In Uie past few day.3, the L"old 
reset-ve of some of the federal banks have fallen 
from 53 per cent, to less than t'ne legal 40 per cent., 
and shice these figm'es must be published, it only 
adds to the panicky feelings of the people. 

Of course, officlalJ^^^|Un^^States is stUI on 
the gold standard, buFflK^BwroSSf also insists that 
Canada is on the gold standard. It certahily would 
be best for everybody to admit the real state of 
affairs, and get together and do something drastic. 
England, Canada, and most of Europe are ripe for 
the abandonment of the gold standard, and now is 
the time to do it. Of major countries, only Ger- 
many and France still cling -to gold,, and they 
probably would be glad to consider any scheme 
which would permit International trade without 
gold. 

Many plans liave been proposed, but formerly, 
the United States was considered thé stumbling- 
block. With this country now in financial embar- 
rossment,- and even considerhig devaluhig the dollar, 
it is certain thai she will lend a ready ear to pro- 
posals.

not' a bonus on gold production. 

Employ 10,000 Men { 

In the provinces of Quebec and On- 
tario alone the gold producing mines 
give direct employment to 10,000 and 
support communities with an aggre- 
gate population of 45,000 people. Their 
annual payroll is almost 16 millions of 
doUars; in those same two provinces, 
the gold mines pay out 18 million 
dollars per annum for supplies and 
freighi'. One company, having miide 
an analysis of its "supply costs found 
out that 94.5 per cent of its operating 
supplies came from -within Canada. 

These figures should apply very 
closely to the operations of other 
mines and to the purchases of the 
mlntog communities. It can be esti- 
mated that in these two provinces 
alone, over 25,000,000 dollars come an- 
nually from the gold camps to pur- 
chase Canadian . goods ' and~ pay the 
freight on them. These supplies are 
very varied and include every article 
produced In Canada. 

H. s. Logan, General Manager of 
the Canadian . Bank of . Commerce, 
stated that' under , normal conditions 
each dollar paid for labor and sup- 
plies to the gold mines gives rise to 
$25.00 worth of business as the said 
100 cents circulate through the various 
channels of commerce. Under exist- 
ing clrcumstiançes this . velocity Is of 
course reduced, and we may assume, 
said Mr. McBride that it is at present 
reduced to the low figure of ten to 
one. The gold producers of Quebec 
and Ontario pay out annually 34 
million dollars for labor, which gives 
340 millions of new business created by 
their labor and supplies payments. 

There is a popular belief that cn- 
ofmous sums of money are spent an- 
nually In search for new gold deposits. 
As a matter of fact, a part of the 
earnings of gold mtaes ajid money 
fronj other sources is spent in pros- 
pecttifg, .but this fraction never ex- 
ceeds one fifth of the dividends paid 
out to shareholders. The money 
wasted in the flotations of unscrupu- 
lous promoters should not be charged 
against mining,

Economist Deplores 
Return To Land 

Minneapolis, Minn.— Deploring the 
fact that the depression is causing too 
much return to the land. M. L. 'Wilson, 
agi'icultural economist of Montana 
State college and father of the farm 
allotment proposal, last week advo- / 
cated a national program for the de* 
centralization of industry. 

He spoke at the University of Min- 
nesota in the first of a series of three 
talks on current economic problems 
during which the university will bring 
outstanding men to Minneapolis, to 
discuss current proposals for economic 
recovery. , 

Mr. "Wilson advocated repeal of the 
18G2 homestead act in declaring that 
the United States needs a new land 
policy. He also pointed out the dan- 
gers of the present "Isolationism" pol- 
icy by means of high tariffs on Euro- 
pean products. Continuance of it will 
mean the abandonment of much land 
now under cultivation for the export 
market and probably 40 per cent of the 
cotton acreage.

not one of those comet-like geniuses. 
He did not study Latin until the age 
of 30, and Greek nearly twenty years 
later. HLs greatest nia.stcrpiccc. Luci- 
fer was written al the age of 65. Ten 
years later, he published Adam In Exile, 
a work which many consider the equal 
of Lucifer, and still .later he published 
Noah, another of his well-known 
dramas. ' 

His writing viras very prolific, for In 
the field of drama alone, he has left 
32 plays, 24 of which are original. The 
knowledge and original thought to 
which Ills work testifies cover prac- 
tically all the fields then opened. He 
perfected his language in his many 
translations which were lo him, prac- 
tical exercises in the art of poetry, 
believing that the translations from 
Illustrious poets arc of as great value 
to the would-be poet as the copying 
of masterpieces of art Is to the would- 
be artist. He translated famous works 
from the French, the Latin, and the 
Greek. He suffered a great deal from 
the attacks of those who doiibted his 
sincerity. His enemies compiled a col- 
lection of poems In order lo contrast 
Vondel's early and paplsh statements 
w}th"his conversion. The gi-eatest grief 
that befell the poet was domestic. His 
youngest brother William died at the 
age of twenty-five and Vondel's Infaht 
son, Constantino died soon after birth. 
In 1635 he lost his wife. 

Liked ZepHla 
Among his dramas, "Vondel lilmscif 
considered "Zephta" the most iwrfect 
of all. Vondel was not a realist, much 
less a naturalist. To him art was a 
creation. He did not aim at similarity 
between life and art, to him the stage 
was a miniature allegory of the world, 
and a school of virtues. The kinship 
of his dramas with paintings and music 
was Intended and Is perhaps their 
most peculiar cljaracterlstlc. Of Von- 
del It Is literally true to say, that with 
him the beginning was the word and 
the word for him was vision.' ■>

The second debate was between 
I Arts '36, represented by Alfred Pick 
and Ed\yard Piper, and Arts '35. rep- 
resented by Cyril Foggo and Peter 
Farrell. The resolution for this de- 
bate was that "In Canadian universi- 
ties professional education has un- 
fortunately overshadowed the study 
of the Arts and Pure Sciences," Pick 
and Piper upheld the affirmative, 
while Foggo and Farrell supported 
the negative of the resolution. 

During the course : o^ i^e|debate it 
was brought out thaiil'iïhefinunlng re- 
ceiyed at a university should be of 
a nature which will_ enable the gra- 
duate to use his powers of , thought 
and ingenuity during his lifetime.
